"Section 1. Subsection (a) of section 19a-14 of the 2022 supplement to 3 

the general statutes is repealed and the following is substituted in lieu 4 

thereof (Effective October 1, 2022): 5 

(a) The Department of Public Health shall have the following powers 6 

and duties with regard to the boards and commissions listed in 7 

subsection (b) of this section which are within the Department of Public 8 

Health. The department shall: 9 

(1) Control the allocation, disbursement and budgeting of funds 10 

appropriated to the department for the operation of the boards and 11 

commissions; 12 

(2) Employ and assign such personnel as the commissioner deems 13 
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necessary for the performance of the functions of the boards and 14 

commissions; 15 

(3) Perform all management functions including purchasing, 16 

bookkeeping, accounting, payroll, secretarial, clerical and routine 17 

housekeeping functions; 18 

(4) Adopt, with the advice and assistance of the appropriate board or 19 

commission, and in accordance with chapter 54, any regulations which 20 

are consistent with protecting the public health and safety and which 21 

are necessary to implement the purposes of this chapter and chapters 22 

368v, 369 to 375, inclusive, 378 to 381, inclusive, 383 to 388, inclusive, 398 23 

and 399; 24 

(5) Develop and perform all administrative functions necessary to 25 

process applications for licenses and certificates; 26 

(6) Determine the eligibility of all applicants for permits, licensure, 27 

certification or registration, based upon compliance with the general 28 

statutes and administrative regulations. The department may deny the 29 

eligibility of an applicant for a permit or for licensure by examination, 30 

endorsement, reciprocity or for reinstatement of a license voided 31 

pursuant to subsection (f) of section 19a-88, voluntarily surrendered or, 32 

by agreement, not renewed or reinstated pursuant to subsection (d) of 33 

section 19a-17, or may issue a license pursuant to a consent order 34 

containing conditions that must be met by the applicant if the 35 

department determines that the applicant: 36 

(A) Has failed to comply with the general statutes and administrative 37 

regulations governing the applicant's profession; 38 

(B) [Except] Has been found guilty or convicted as a result of an act 39 

which constitutes a felony under (i) the laws of this state, (ii) federal law, 40 

or (iii) the laws of another jurisdiction and which, if committed within 41 

this state, would have constituted a felony under the laws of this state, 42 

except any applicant for licensure as a barber under chapter 386, [or] a 43 

hairdresser and cosmetician under chapter 387 [, has been found guilty 44 
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or convicted as a result of an act which constitutes a felony under (i) the 45 

laws of this state, (ii) federal law or (iii) the laws of another jurisdiction 46 

and which, if committed within this state, would have constituted a 47 

felony under the laws of this state] or an embalmer and funeral director 48 

under chapter 385; 49 

(C) Is subject to a pending disciplinary action or unresolved 50 

complaint before the duly authorized professional disciplinary agency 51 

of any state, the District of Columbia, a United States possession or 52 

territory, or a foreign jurisdiction; 53 

(D) Has been subject to disciplinary action similar to an action 54 

specified in subsection (a) of section 19a-17, as amended by this act, by 55 

a duly authorized professional disciplinary agency of any state, the 56 

District of Columbia, a United States possession or territory, or a foreign 57 

jurisdiction; 58 

(E) Has committed an act which, if the applicant were licensed, would 59 

not conform to the accepted standards of practice of the profession, 60 

including, but not limited to, incompetence, negligence, fraud or deceit; 61 

illegal conduct; procuring or attempting to procure a license, certificate 62 

or registration by fraud or deceit; or engaging in, aiding or abetting 63 

unlicensed practice of a regulated profession, provided the 64 

commissioner, or the commissioner's designee, gives notice and holds a 65 

hearing, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 54, prior to 66 

denying an application for a permit or a license based on this 67 

subparagraph; or 68 

(F) Has a condition which would interfere with the practice of the 69 

applicant's profession, including, but not limited to, physical illness or 70 

loss of skill or deterioration due to the aging process, emotional disorder 71 

or mental illness, abuse or excessive use of drugs or alcohol, provided 72 

the commissioner, or the commissioner's designee, gives notice and 73 

holds a hearing in accordance with the provisions of chapter 54, prior to 74 

denying an application for a permit or a license based on this 75 

subparagraph; 76

(7) Administer licensing examinations under the supervision of the 77 

appropriate board or commission; 78 

(8) Develop and perform all administrative functions necessary to 79 

process complaints against persons licensed by the department; 80 

(9) Consent to the approval or disapproval by the appropriate boards 81 

or commissions of schools at which educational requirements shall be 82 

met; 83 

(10) Conduct any necessary review, inspection or investigation 84 

regarding qualifications of applicants for licenses or certificates, 85 

possible violations of statutes or regulations, and disciplinary matters. 86 

In connection with any investigation, the Commissioner of Public 87 

Health or the commissioner's authorized agent may administer oaths, 88 

issue subpoenas, compel testimony and order the production of books, 89 

records and documents. If any person refuses to appear, to testify or to 90 

produce any book, record or document when so ordered, a judge of the 91 

Superior Court may make such order as may be appropriate to aid in 92 

the enforcement of this section; 93 

(11) Conduct any necessary investigation and follow-up in 94 

connection with complaints regarding persons subject to regulation or 95 

licensing by the department. In connection with any such investigation, 96 

the department may restrict, suspend or otherwise limit the license or 97 

permit of any person subject to regulation or licensing by the 98 

department pursuant to an interim consent order entered during the 99 

pendency of such investigation; 100 

(12) With respect to any complaint filed with the department on or 101 

after October 1, 2010, alleging incompetence, negligence, fraud or deceit 102 

by a person subject to regulation or licensing by any board or 103 

commission described in subdivision (1) to (8), inclusive, (12) to (14), 104 

inclusive, or subdivision (16) of subsection (b) of this section: 105 

(A) Upon request of the person who filed the complaint, provide such 106 

person with information on the status of the complaint; 107 
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(B) Upon request of the person who filed the complaint, provide such 108 

person with an opportunity to review, at the department, records 109 

compiled as of the date of the request pursuant to any investigation of 110 

the complaint, including, but not limited to, the respondent's written 111 

response to the complaint, except that such person shall not be entitled 112 

to copy such records and the department (i) shall not disclose (I) 113 

information concerning a health care professional's referral to, 114 

participation in or completion of an assistance program in accordance 115 

with sections 19a-12a and 19a-12b, that is confidential pursuant to 116 

section 19a-12a, (II) information not related to such person's specific 117 

complaint, including, but not limited to, information concerning 118 

patients other than such person, or (III) personnel or medical records 119 

and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute an invasion of 120 

personal privacy pursuant to section 1-210, except for such records or 121 

similar files solely related to such person; (ii) shall not be required to 122 

disclose any other information that is otherwise confidential pursuant 123 

to federal law or state statute, except for information solely related to 124 

such person; and (iii) may require up to ten business days written notice 125 

prior to providing such opportunity for review; 126 

(C) Prior to resolving the complaint with a consent order, provide the 127 

person who filed the complaint with not less than ten business days to 128 

submit a written statement as to whether such person objects to 129 

resolving the complaint with a consent order; 130 

(D) If a hearing is held with respect to such complaint after a finding 131 

of probable cause, provide the person who filed the complaint with a 132 

copy of the notice of hearing issued pursuant to section 4-177, which 133 

shall include information concerning the opportunity to present oral or 134 

written statements pursuant to subsection (b) of section 4-177c; and 135 

(E) Notify the person who filed the complaint of the final disposition 136 

of such complaint not later than seven business days after such final 137 

disposition; 138 

(13) Perform any other function necessary to the effective operation 139 
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of a board or commission and not specifically vested by statute in the 140 

board or commission; 141 

(14) Contract with a third party, if the commissioner deems 142 

necessary, to administer licensing examinations and perform all 143 

attendant administrative functions in connection with such 144 

examination; and 145 

(15) With respect to any investigation of a person subject to 146 

regulation, licensing or certification by the department and in any 147 

disciplinary proceeding regarding such person, except as required by 148 

federal law: 149 

(A) Not be denied access to or use of copies of patient medical records 150 

on the grounds that privilege or confidentiality applies to such records; 151 

and 152 

(B) Not further disclose patient medical records received pursuant to 153 

the provisions of this subdivision or personnel records received during 154 

the course of the investigation. Patient records received pursuant to this 155 

subdivision or personnel records received during the course of the 156 

investigation shall not be subject to disclosure under section 1-210. 157 

Sec. 2. Subsection (a) of section 19a-17 of the general statutes is 158 

repealed and the following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 159 

1, 2022): 160 

(a) Each board or commission established under chapters 369 to 376, 161 

inclusive, 378 to 381, inclusive, and 383 to 388, inclusive, and the 162 

Department of Public Health with respect to professions under its 163 

jurisdiction that have no board or commission may take any of the 164 

following actions, singly or in combination, based on conduct that 165 

occurred prior or subsequent to the issuance of a permit or a license 166 

upon finding the existence of good cause: 167 

(1) Revoke a practitioner's license or permit; 168 

(2) Suspend a practitioner's license or permit; 169 
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(3) Censure a practitioner or permittee; 170 

(4) Issue a letter of reprimand to a practitioner or permittee; 171 

(5) Restrict or otherwise limit practice to those areas prescribed by the 172 

board, commission or department; 173 

(6) Place a practitioner or permittee on probationary status and 174 

require the practitioner or permittee to: 175 

(A) Report regularly to such board, commission or department upon 176 

the matters which are the basis of probation; 177 

(B) Limit practice to those areas prescribed by such board, 178 

commission or department; and 179 

(C) Continue or renew professional education until a satisfactory 180 

degree of skill has been attained in those areas which are the basis for 181 

the probation; 182 

(7) Assess a civil penalty of up to twenty-five thousand dollars; 183 

(8) In those cases involving persons or entities licensed or certified 184 

pursuant to sections 20-341d, 20-435, 20-436, 20-437, 20-438, 20-475, as 185 

amended by this act, and 20-476, require that restitution be made to an 186 

injured property owner; or 187 

(9) Summarily take any action specified in this subsection against a 188 

practitioner's license or permit upon receipt of proof that such 189 

practitioner has been: 190 

(A) Found guilty or convicted as a result of an act which constitutes 191 

a felony under (i) the laws of this state, (ii) federal law, or (iii) the laws 192 

of another jurisdiction and which, if committed within this state, would 193 

have constituted a felony under the laws of this state, except for a 194 

practitioner who is a social worker under chapter 383b, an art therapist 195 

under chapter 383g, a dietitian-nutritionist under chapter 384b, an 196 

embalmer or funeral director under chapter 385, a barber under chapter 197 
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386, a hairdresser, cosmetician, esthetician, eyelash technician or nail 198 

technician under chapter 387; or 199 

(B) Subject to disciplinary action similar to that specified in this 200 

subsection by a duly authorized professional agency of any state, the 201 

federal government, the District of Columbia, a United States possession 202 

or territory or a foreign jurisdiction. The applicable board or 203 

commission, or the department shall promptly notify the practitioner or 204 

permittee that his license or permit has been summarily acted upon 205 

pursuant to this subsection and shall institute formal proceedings for 206 

revocation within ninety days after such notification. 207 

Sec. 3. Section 20-195o of the general statutes is repealed and the 208 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 2022): 209 

(a) Application for licensure shall be on forms prescribed and 210 

furnished by the commissioner. Each applicant shall furnish evidence 211 

satisfactory to the commissioner that he or she has met the requirements 212 

of section 20-195n. The application fee for a clinical social worker license 213 

shall be three hundred fifteen dollars. The application fee for a master 214 

social worker license shall be two hundred twenty dollars. 215 

(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of section 20-195n concerning 216 

examinations, on or before October 1, 2015, the commissioner may issue 217 

a license without examination, to any master social worker applicant 218 

who demonstrates to the satisfaction of the commissioner that, on or 219 

before October 1, 2013, he or she held a master's degree from a social 220 

work program accredited by the Council on Social Work Education or, 221 

if educated outside the United States or its territories, completed an 222 

educational program deemed equivalent by the council. 223 

(c) Each person licensed pursuant to this chapter may apply for 224 

renewal of such licensure in accordance with the provisions of 225 

subsection (e) of section 19a-88. A fee of one hundred ninety-five dollars 226 

shall accompany each renewal application for a licensed master social 227 

worker or a licensed clinical social worker. Each such applicant shall 228 

furnish evidence satisfactory to the commissioner of having satisfied the 229 
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continuing education requirements prescribed in section 20-195u. 230 

(d) (1) An individual who has been convicted of any criminal offense 231 

may request, in writing, at any time, that the commissioner determine 232 

whether such individual's criminal conviction disqualifies the 233 

individual from obtaining a license issued or conferred by the 234 

commissioner pursuant to this chapter based on (A) the nature of the 235 

conviction and its relationship to the individual's ability to safely or 236 

competently perform the duties or responsibilities associated with such 237 

license, (B) information pertaining to the degree of rehabilitation of the 238 

individual, and (C) the time elapsed since the conviction or release of 239 

the individual. 240 

(2) An individual making such request shall include (A) details of the 241 

individual's criminal conviction, and (B) any payment required by the 242 

commissioner. The commissioner may charge a fee of not more than 243 

fifteen dollars for each request made under this subsection. The 244 

commissioner may waive such fee. 245 

(3) Not later than thirty days after receiving a request under this 246 

subsection, the commissioner shall inform the individual making such 247 

request whether, based on the criminal record information provided, 248 

such individual is disqualified from receiving or holding a license 249 

issued or conferred pursuant to this chapter. 250

Sec. 4. Section 20-195p of the general statutes is repealed and the 255 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 2022): 256 

The commissioner may deny an application of an individual or take 257 

any action set forth in section 19a-17, as amended by this act, if the 258 

license holder fails to conform to the accepted standards of the social 259 

work profession, including, but not limited to, the following: Conviction 260 
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of a felony, provided any action taken is based upon (1) the nature of 261 

the conviction and its relationship to the license holder's ability to safely 262 

or competently perform the duties or responsibilities associated with 263 

such license, (2) information pertaining to the degree of rehabilitation of 264 

the license holder, and (3) the time elapsed since the conviction or 265 

release; fraud or deceit in obtaining or seeking reinstatement of a license 266 

to practice clinical social work; fraud or deceit in the practice of social 267 

work; negligent, incompetent or wrongful conduct in professional 268 

activities; emotional disorder or mental illness; physical illness, 269 

including, but not limited to, deterioration through the aging process; 270 

abuse or excessive use of drugs, including alcohol, narcotics or 271 

chemicals; wilful falsification of entries in any hospital, patient or other 272 

record pertaining to social work; violation of any provision of this 273 

chapter or any regulation adopted hereunder. The Commissioner of 274 

Public Health may order a license holder to submit to a reasonable 275 

physical or mental examination if his physical or mental capacity to 276 

practice safely is the subject of an investigation. Said commissioner may 277 

petition the superior court for the judicial district of Hartford to enforce 278 

such order or any action taken pursuant to said section 19a-17, as 279 

amended by this act. Notice of any contemplated action under said 280 

section 19a-17, as amended by this act, of the cause therefor and the date 281 

of hearing thereon, shall be given and an opportunity for hearing 282 

afforded as provided in the regulations adopted by the commissioner. 283

associate to any applicant who furnishes evidence satisfactory to the 290 

commissioner that such applicant has met the requirements of section 291

forms. The application fee for a professional counselor shall be three 293 

hundred fifteen dollars. The application fee for a professional counselor 294 
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associate shall be two hundred twenty dollars. 295 

(b) Licenses issued to professional counselors and professional 296 

counselor associates under this section may be renewed annually 297 

pursuant to section 19a-88. The fee for such renewal shall be one 298 

hundred ninety-five dollars. Each licensed professional counselor and 299 

professional counselor associate applying for license renewal shall 300 

furnish evidence satisfactory to the commissioner of having participated 301 

in continuing education programs. The commissioner shall adopt 302 

regulations, in accordance with chapter 54, to (1) define basic 303 

requirements for continuing education programs that shall include (A) 304 

not less than one contact hour of training or education each registration 305 

period on the topic of cultural competency, (B) on and after January 1, 306 

2016, not less than two contact hours of training or education during the 307 

first renewal period in which continuing education is required and not 308 

less than once every six years thereafter on the topic of mental health 309 

conditions common to veterans and family members of veterans, 310 

including (i) determining whether a patient is a veteran or family 311 

member of a veteran, (ii) screening for conditions such as post-traumatic 312 

stress disorder, risk of suicide, depression and grief, and (iii) suicide 313 

prevention training, and (C) on and after January 1, 2018, not less than 314 

three contact hours of training or education each registration period on 315 

the topic of professional ethics, (2) delineate qualifying programs, (3) 316 

establish a system of control and reporting, and (4) provide for a waiver 317 

of the continuing education requirement for good cause. 318 

(c) (1) Any individual who has been convicted of any criminal offense 319 

may request, at any time, that the commissioner determine whether 320 

such individual's criminal conviction disqualifies the individual from 321 

obtaining a license issued or conferred by the commissioner pursuant to 322 

this chapter based on (A) the nature of the conviction and its 323 

relationship to the individual's ability to safely or competently perform 324 

the duties or responsibilities associated with such license, (B) 325 

information pertaining to the degree of rehabilitation of the individual, 326 

and (C) the time elapsed since the conviction or release of the individual.

felony, provided any action taken is based upon (A) the nature of the 349 

conviction and its relationship to the license holder's ability to safely or 350 

competently practice professional counseling, (B) information 351 

pertaining to the degree of rehabilitation of the license holder, and (C) 352 

the time elapsed since the conviction or release; (3) fraud or deceit in 353 

obtaining or seeking reinstatement of a license to practice professional 354 

counseling; (4) fraud or deceit in the practice of professional counseling; 355 

(5) negligent, incompetent or wrongful conduct in professional 356 

activities; (6) physical, mental or emotional illness or disorder resulting 357 

in an inability to conform to the accepted standards of the profession; 358 

(7) alcohol or substance abuse; (8) wilful falsification of entries in any 359 
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hospital, patient or other record pertaining to professional counseling; 360 

or (9) violation of any provision of sections 20-195aa to 20-195dd, 361 

inclusive, or any regulation adopted pursuant to section 20-195ff. The 362 

commissioner may order a license holder to submit to a reasonable 363 

physical or mental examination if his physical or mental capacity to 364 

practice safely is the subject of an investigation. The commissioner may 365 

petition the superior court for the judicial district of Hartford to enforce 366 

such order or any action taken pursuant to said section 19a-17, as 367 

amended by this act. The commissioner shall give notice and an 368 

opportunity to be heard on any contemplated action under said section 369 

19a-17, as amended by this act. 370 

Sec. 7. Section 20-195ooo of the general statutes is repealed and the 371 

following is substituted in lieu thereof (Effective October 1, 2022): 372 

(a) On and after October 1, 2019, the Commissioner of Public Health 373 

shall grant a license as an art therapist to any applicant who, except as 374 

provided in subsections (b) and (c) of this section, furnishes evidence 375 

satisfactory to the commissioner that such applicant (1) has earned a 376 

graduate degree in art therapy or a related field from an accredited 377 

institution of higher education, and (2) holds a current credential or 378 

certification as an art therapist from the Art Therapy Credentials Board, 379 

or any successor of said board. The commissioner shall develop and 380 

provide application forms. The application fee shall be three hundred 381 

fifteen dollars. 382 

(b) An applicant for licensure by endorsement shall present evidence 383 

satisfactory to the commissioner that the applicant is licensed or 384 

certified as an art therapist, or as a person entitled to perform similar 385 

services under a different designation, in another state or jurisdiction 386 

that has requirements for practicing in such capacity that are 387 

substantially similar to, or higher than, those of this state and that there 388 

are no disciplinary actions or unresolved complaints pending in this 389 

state or any other state.

upon (A) the nature of the conviction and its relationship to the license 429 

holder's ability to safely or competently practice as an art therapist, (B) 430 

information pertaining to the degree of rehabilitation of the license 431 

holder, and (C) the time elapsed since the conviction or release; (3) fraud 432 

or deceit in obtaining or seeking reinstatement of a license to practice art 433 

therapy; (4) fraud or deceit in the practice of art therapy; (5) negligent, 434
